I haue in my letcr dated the 28. of Tune acquainted you 
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_ with ſcnerall paſſages, concerning both the arrinall of the e- 


nemy, and the onſet which hee gaue withour, as alſo thoſe 
within the Citic but neverthelcfle : not dating to attempt 
any thing againſt the Quarter of his Excellence, perchance 
becauſc they perceincd the ſame to bce to ſtrong forthem, 
on the 29. day they began to march downward toward the 
Aaſe yntill ſome 3. or 4. houres march from the Lordot 
Berade his Quarter, and behind a Nunnes Cloiſter by 
the Maſe cncamping their Army,the ncxt day being the 30s 
they began to enſure and ſtrengthen themſelves with ane 
retreachment, and to caſt vp orraiſe two batteryes by the 
dyke, the better to paſſe over the Aſa/e vnder the favour | 
oftheir Cannon. 

On the firſt of Iuly yet being buſted about this worke, 
and taking care to provide all things readily, ſhalloupes and 
boates, and Canons on the battery, The 2+ day of luly the 
next morning they begantoputtheir defigne in praftiſe, and 
tranſported 250.
